GLOATING IS STUPID 


In continuing the Y. K- C. A. and Y. \V. C. A. 


campaign, a potent appeal can be made to one jet 
rf possible contributors who, just because they are 
Iws accessible, have not always been the first to re- 
ipond. These are the outside firms and corporations 
doing a local business in Fresno. Fresno has always 
treated these local branches as, to the extent pf the 
branch, local institutions, which, in fact, they are, 
.There has never keen any disposition to discriminate 
against them or to oppose their coming. They are 
e»tiblishcd parts pf our local jiff. Doubtless their 
local managers so regard them, but they do not 
always have' final authority in such matters, and the 
absent directors or owner? do not always see irnnic- 
diitcl>; that anything which makes for She advance-, 
mcnt of Fresno is quite as much to the advantage pf 
their Fresno business as. if that were .their only busi- 
ness. This is decidedly true of the Y. M. C. A. and 
iY. W. C. A. The better citizenship which these in- 
stitutions create and protect is as valuable to a 
Fresno business owned elsewhere as it is to a Fresno 
business owned jn Fresno. Some of them have al- 
ready realized this and are liberal contributors. There 
»rc pthert jn jvhieb the local managers stjll have to 
4o some educating,of {he central miniigement. There 
it no need to be impatient, churlish or jctlous atteu! 
it The reasons why response is slower m'this_ quar- 
ttr arc obvious. But it is at least a field worth cul- 
tivating, and from which a final response should be 
expected.

Of all the stupidities of characteristically stupid 


capitalism, gloating over the losses of recent strikes 
as a "victory over labor" is the stupidest 
In the 


first place, it is not true. Labor has not been "dc- 
ft-.tttl." 
It has merely paid the price of its own 


blunders—something (hat capital has to do, too, 
sometimes, though it never likes jt. Injudicious and 
unauthorized strikes have been lost, not because 
capital succeeded in subjecting labor and reducing 
it lo the "place" which the stupider part of capi- 
talists think approprite to it, but because a mis- 
guided labor minority foolishly thought it could 
disregard the interests of all the people. 
"Captains 


of Industry" thought that, too, a few years ago, and 
got well chastized fur Ihcir blunder—though many 
of them have not waked up yet to what hit them. 
The same thing will happen, and it is happening, to 
abor, under the same conditions. 


But what has not happened, and will not happen, 


s the restoration of the old "master and servant" 
elation which many representatives of the capital- 
t class arc too ignorant and stupid to know is 
one. No man, as individual or corporation, is ever 
oing to "run his own business," or "own his own 
usiness," in that sense again. Those who sec in 
eccnt labor "defeats" a harbinger of the return of 
lat day arc simply too ignorant or too dull to know 
le world that they have survived into. And those 
rho gloat over labor defeats, in the delusion that 
hey arc indications of labor subjection, are merely 
ontrihuting by their attitude to their own subjec- 
ton. For the only thing/that is going to be sub- 
ccteiT completely is that misconception of the re- 
.tion of employer and employed. 


The laborers, in the possession 
of power, are 


making some of the same mistakes which capitalists, 
vhen they possessed the power, used to make, and 
bey lyjll of course bring on themselves the same 
onscquences. The irresponsible use of power de- 
cats itself, on either side. But the result will not 
ia the restoration of irresponsible power, as a pri- 
'iite possession, to the capitalist side. Both labor 
jnd capital will have to learn that" the industry which 
hey jointly conduct is a public responsibility, the 
londition and purpose of whose existence is public

DEFENSE IS CONFESSION 


Spine -from the country, of course,; but mpst 


of them right put of the very towns; where they are 
now vainly seeking quarters.. There has'been a 
huge emigration from the slums. People who for- 
merly lived in crowded tenements are now seeking 
apartments, and those who formerly lived in cheap 
lodgings, are ngw seeking houses. People who forr 
merly took in "roomers" to help pay the rent are 
now occupying the whole house. This 
pressure 


from below for better quarters is felt much higher 
up, among people who never thought themselves re- 
lated to the slum 'problem.. For those whom the 
recent tenement dwellers displaced, themselves press 
on those next higher up, and so on to the very top 
of the economic scale. 
Meantime the tenements 


themselves are not depleted, because if a slum once 
held two families ,tq a room, and how holds one, who 
pay the same or higher rent, the tenements arc still 
"full." 


This "emigration from the slums" may 
not 


directly affect the smaller California cities, 
But it 


does indirectly affect even them, by increasing the 
pressure as well as the prosperity of the places from 
whjch our immigrants come.
